WASHISOTON, Dec. 14,.— Assistant Seo- 


ret<ny of the Inttiior Keynolda has made 
foui4 important pension ralings. He de- 
cided that the act of congress prohibiting 
pnymciit of pension after July, t895, to a 
nonresident of tho United States except 
for actual service disabilities, applies to 
widows who are nonresident aliens; that 
where a soldier dies leaving a legally di- 
vorced wif e and minor children over 10 
years old, his mother occupied a pension- 
able status and can apply ior and receive 
a pension as dependent mother of such 
soldier upon making necessary proof, and 
that where an invalid pensioner dies leav- 
ing no inci ease or 1 1 ruling claim pending 
at the bureau, lint has accepted theiateof 
pension then i cceived without demurring, 
the widow can not file an original claim 
for reruting of her dead hufab.iiid's pen- 
sion.

The revenue 
cutk-r Corwiii, which left recently bear- 
lug instructions from the administration 
to Minister "Willis had not arrived al 
Honolulu when the Oceanic sailed, con- 
sequently no information resulting from 
these late instructions could have been 
received. 


The Corwin left San Franciieo on the 


4th and should reach hei destination in 
10 or 11 days. The Oceanic Steamship 
company's steamer Maripos'i, due in San 
Francisco on Thursday morning, 21st 
tnst., mav possihlv brini.' news of the ar- 
rival of the Corwin. Unless detained on 
the early part ol her voyage from Aus- 
tralia, or specially held at Honolulu for 
late news, thi'ro is not very much pros- 
pect of theJUariposa bringing the full 
import of the i/liiiial dispatches nnd in- 
structions that iho f'lirwm took to the 
islands.
